SIR WILFRID LAURIER 
The Premier of Canada 


By sheer force of ability and the 
compelling power of character, Sir 


Wilfrid Laurier has reached the high 
est position in Canadian politics, and 
won @ name that ‘‘must live in the 
mnals of the British Empire.’ He 
bas overridden obstacles that would 
have daunted a man of less virilg gen- 
us and patriotism. Though French 
was his ancestry and language, — and 
Catholicism his religion, he has 

ome the leader of the destinies of a 
great English speaking nation, the 
arger part of whose people are Pro- 
estants. 

He was born in St. Lin, Quebec, in 
1841, of a family of rebels who fought 
bravely under Papineau in the revolt 
of 1837. From the little country sch 
ool where his teacher, a Scotchman, 
spurred his ambition’ and powerfully 
nfluenced his life, he passed to L’As- 
somption College, and ‘in 1864, after 
completing his course in law, entered 
the Bar. When he made his debut in 
polit cs in 1871 as a member of the 
Quebec Assembly, his magic eloquence 
the fearlessness, strength and finality 
of his, words, and the mastery by 
which he brought order out of chaos, 
light out of darkness thrilled his aud- 
jence. 

Three years later he resigned from 
the Legislature and was returned té 
the House of Commons on the over- 
throw of the Macdonald government. 
In 1876 he became minister of inland 
revenue and two years later changez 
in politics deprived him of this po: 
tition. He was--vhe acknowledged 


be- 


Gpposition party. until 1898; when af 
eignteen years, of waiting, the 
eins of governibent again came into 
heir fiands anid in the first flush of 
tiumph they made him Premier. 

His statesmanship has been broad, 
liberal, far-sighted; hs patriotism 
end love of liberty are manifest 
every act and word. He loves 
cherishes the British Empire, and glo: 
ies in the part that Canada takes in 
it; but as a power of great possibil- 
ity, sharing with the United Stites 
the golden future of the American 
continent, he demands of England and 
the world the recognition of Canada, 
‘rot as a ‘oabe in the swaddling cloth- 
es of a colony, but asa full grown 
nation of verility and assured trium- 
ph. 

Tall, erect, with a handsome pre- 
sence, clean-shaven face, clear, pene- 
trating blue eyes, a firm mouth, 
Lroad shoulders, a brow masterful 
and dignified, a voice soft, sonorous 
and even with the stggestion of un- 
expended reserve, a smile gentle and 
smoothing as a benediction, with a 
courtesy and kindness that surround 
him aa an aura—This is Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Canada’s greatest orator 
and statesman.
